Diogenes to 
try the nature of the Athemaus, diſguiſed 
himſelfe vnhand omelp, daunced rudely, 
and ſet his voice to ſinge iifauozdipe, and 
the people cauie flocking about hiin : bes 
hold (ſaithe he) the nature of this pcople, 
ſo oft as J take vppon inee to ſpeake of an 
honeſt life oz vertuous conuerſation, they 
paſſed by me as a viſited perſon and lefte
